WP'S LAWTON (BANGKOK 7/2) CITES ANALYSTS THAT SRV HAS

CHALLENGE POL AUTHORITY OF PP GOVT. SAYS, T HANOI RADIO 
BROADCAST, CAMBODIAN DEFECTOR PROCLAIMED EXISTENCE OF 
"REVOLUTIONARY FORCES" INSIDE CAMBODIA "WHO HAVE.. .ESTAB- 
LISHED A BASE TO FIGHT AGAINST" PP REGIME. SAYS MOVE REM-

3. VIETNAM 

IN MOSCOW SPEECH 6/29, SOVIET PRES BREZHNEV ASSURED SRV OF 
USSR'S "RESOLUTE SUPPORT” AT TIME IT IS BEING "SUBJECTED 
TO RUDE AND UNJUST OUTSIDE PRESSURE.” REFERRING TO SRV'S 
DISPUTES W/PRC/CAMBODIA, HE SAID "WE HAVE BEEN, WE ARE AND 
WE SHALL BE WITH VIETNAM" (WP 7/2). 

4. VIETNAM/CHINA 

PRC OFFICIAL SAID SAT THAT VIET SECURITY GUARDS FIRED ON

FROM PEKING, ACCORDING "KYODO." CONSULATE AT NANKING 
SCHEDULED CLOSE 7/3 (AP TOKYO, NYT 7/2). 

5. CHINA 

NYT’S RICHARD BURT REPORTS CARTER ADMIN, "IN ANOTHER MOVE 
TO IMPROVE TIES" WITH PRC, HAS SCRAPPED PLAN TO SELL 
ROC 60 F-4 FIGHTER-BOMBERS, ACCORDING OFFICIALS 7/1. SAYS 
OFFICIALS REVEALED DECISION TAKEN AT "HIGHEST LEVELS" LAST 
WK, WAS INTENDED AS PART OF ADMIN'S NEW INTEREST IN 
STRENGTHENING RELS W/PEKING; ADDED THAT SALE WAS VIEWED BY 
TOP WH/DOS OFFICIALS AS RUNNING COUNTER TO ADMIN'S DOC- 
TRINE OF SUPPORTING "STRONG AND SECURE" CHINA. 

BURT QUOTES OFFICIALS THAT MOVE SEEN AS FURTHER SIGN ADMIN 
IS LAYING GROUNDWORK OF ESTABLISHING FULL RELS W/PEKING 
NEXT YR. SOURCES ADDED THAT F-4 DEAL WAS RE-EXAMINED 
FOLLOWING BRZEZINSKI'S PEKING VISIT, WITH ZBIG AND OTHERS

NYT EDIT SAYS WHILE MAGNITUDE OF DISASTER IN CAMBODIA 
"NUMBS THE MIND," PAPER DOESN’T KNOW WHAT OUTCOME OF CUR- 
RENT BORDER CONFLICT TO PREFER. WHILE DENOUNCING KR 
"REGIN OF TERROR" IS EASY, SAYS VIET VICTORY WOULD HAVE 
ITS OWN UNFORTUNATE CONSEQUENCES FOR CAMBODIANS. OPINES 
US BEARS HEAVY RESPONSIBILITY FOR EVENTS THAT BROUGHT

GLOBE EDIT SAYS TIMING OF TRIP TO PRC BY PRES CARTER'S 
CHIEF SCIENTIFIC ADVISER FRANK PRESS AND 14 COLLEAGUES "IS 
EXCELLENT," COINCIDING WITH "CONCERTED EFFORT" TO IMPROVE 

OUR RELS W/PEKING- WHICH IS "GOOD IDEA IN ITSELF." OB- 
SERVES PRESS GROUP'S TRIP ALSO COINCIDES W/"RISING SENSE 
OF CONCERN IN THIS COUNTRY" ABOUT EXTENT OF OUR COMMITMENT 
TO RESEARCH/DEVELOPMENT. SAYS INTENSITY WITH WHICH CHI- 
NESE HAVE ATTACKED THEIR DEVELOPMENT PROBLEMS OUGHT SERVE

INGS ACCELERATE OUR EFFORTS IN GENERAL RESEARCH/DEVELOP- 
MENT, CHINESE MAY WIND UP BEING MORE IMPORTANT TO US IN 
"OUR FRIENDLY BUT VERY SERIOUS COMPETITION" W/GERMANS/ 
JAPANESE/OTHERS IN ECON BATTLEGROUNDS OF WORLD. 

SUN EDIT (7/2) WELCOMES PRC VISIT BY PRESS GROUP AS IM- 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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PORTANT MOVE TOWARD NORMALIZATION W/PRC- "STEP WE HOPE WILL 
BE UNDERTAKEN AROUND THE TURN OF THE YEAR." INSISTS THIS 
NEED NOT/SHOULD NOT REQUIRE US ABANDONMENT OF TAIWAN. 

HOLDS THAT SINO-US NORMALIZATION IS "NATURAL, DESIRABLE 
AND INDEED, INEVITABLE." ADVISES THAT MOSCOW WOULD BE IN 
BETTER POSITION TO ACCEPT THIS IF IT WOULD CONDUCT ITS 
AFFAIRS IN MANNER THAT WOULD IMPROVE ITS RELS WITH US AND 
PRC. 

U OF CALIF CHINESE HISTORY PROF METZGER, IN LETTER TO NYT 
(7/2), SAYS HE STILL BELIEVES MAO'S ACHIEVEMENTS WERE 
BADLY NEEDED, AND NOW AGAIN FINDS HIMSELF IN MINORITY IN 
POINTING OUT WE ALSO SHOULD APPRECIATE "GREAT ACHIEVEMENTS" 
OF SOVEREIGN STATE NOW LOCATED ON TAIWAN. SASY JAMES 
RESTON (6/14) WAS RIGHTLY EXASPERATED BY "GLACIAL SLOW- 
NESS" OF PACE TOWARD SINO-US NORMALIZATION— BUT THAT 
COLUMNIST DOES NOT EVEN DREAM OF PLACING BLAME WHERE IT 
BELONGS-ON PEKING-AND FAILS RECOGNIZE PRC'S CALL FOR US 
BREAK WITH ROC AS "ARROGANT, ABSURD AND IMMORAL." METZGER 
CONTENDS US MUST DEAL RESPECTFULLY WITH BOTH SIDES, NOT 
TRY INJURE ONE AT EXPENSE OF OTHER; AS FOR THEIR ARGU- 
MENT OVER LEGITIMACY, LET IT REMAIN THEIR ARGUMENT— "NEI- 
THER GOVERNMENT HAS ANY BUSINESS ASKING US TO CHOOSE 
BETWEEN THEM." 

STAN KARNOW (NYT 7/2) REVIEWS SUTTER'S "CHINA-WATCH" AND 
TERRILL'S "THE FUTURE OF CHINA." FINDS IT UNFORTUNATE 
THAT SUTTER WRITES PROSE "DULL AS THAT OF AN OFFICIAL 
REPORT," AND THAT IN TRACING DIPLO MANEUVERING BETW 
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US/PRC, ' HIS ALMOST TOTAL RELIANCE ON PUBLIC SOURCES LEADS 
HIM TO SKIRT" MANY INTRIGUING EPISODES. BUT FINDS WORTH 
EMPHASIZING SUTTER S MAIN THEME THAT CHINESE FON POLICY 
HAS BEEN BASED ON THEIR BALANCING POWERS IN THEIR OWN 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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INTEREST-THAT SINO-US NORMALIZATION IS BIGGER THAN TAI- 
WAN ISSUE, BUT DEPENDS, FOR PEKING AT LEAST, ON BROADER 
ROLE THAT US INTENDS PLAY IN WORLD. 

KARNOW FINDS TERRILL BOOK WEAKENED BY "OCCASIONAL LAPSES 
INTO BAD JOT TRN AT ,ESE/"R ATHF.R EXTRAVAGANT SPECULATION." 
ALSO QUESTIONS TERRILL S CONCLUSION THAT PRC HAS "STEPPED 
UP EQUALITY WITH THE MAJOR GLOBAL POWERS." BUT CONCLUDES 
TERRILL RIGHTLY EMPHASIZES THAT POST-MAO CHINA IS SEARCH- 
ING FOR NEW WAYS GRAPPLE WITH ITS HUGE PROBLEMS, AND CON- 
CURS IN AUTHOR’S OBSERVATION THAT RETURN TO MAOISM IS NOT 
LIKELY. 

ATLANTA JOURNAL EDIT (6/27) ADVISES AGAINST WRITING OFF
